IT am sorry to have been so long in replying to 
your Top Secret letter B11286/7656/G of the 5rd of 
December, and your earlier letter of the 31st of 
October on the subject of illegal Zionist activities. 


You may have heard from Beeley that I spoke to 
him on the telephone about this question of producing 
a clear and comprehensive account of the illegal 
activities of Zionists in recent times, and gathered 
from him that, while the Foreign Office see advantages 
in preparing this account, they probably would not 
wish to press it if the Colonial Office saw difficulties 


I have now had an opportunity of discussing the 
whole question with higher authority here. Our 
feeling generally is that, interesting and useful 
though the production of a comprehensive Zionist crime 
sheet would be, the staff and time we should have to 
devote to such a project at the present would probably 
be better enployed on more directly urgent current 
matters. As you will of course know from your own 
experience, briefs of this nature, produced with no 
particular object in view, almost always have to be 
re-cast and adapted when the occasion does arise for 
their use. If therefore you will let us off the 
production of the general account you had in mind, we 
will of course undertake to provide any brief on any

Your letter Immediate E 12323/7656/G of December 23rd 
expressed the hope that the Swedes would insist on being 
shown valid visas of destination before they permitted 
shiploads of Jews to leave their country. 


We approached the Head of the Departrent in the Ministry 
of Foreign Affairs who deals with these matters, and he said 
that it would require an alteration in Swedish law. 
According to present law the Swedish authorities are not ever 
empowered to look and see whether a person leaving the 
country has a visa for anywhere else or not. All the 
authorities are concerned with is that the obligations, 
financial or otherwise, to Sweden should have been 
fulfilled by those who wish to leave. They are not concernec 
with their destination or with anything that happens to them 
after they leave Swedish territory. 


Monsieur Engzell, the Head of the Department 
concerned, pointed out that it would be necessary to 
institute an exit visa in order to comply with our wishes. 
He said that this could clearly not only be applied to 
Jewish immigrants but would have to apply to everybody and 
that it would involve an increase in personnel and an 
alteration in the law. He stated that during the war the 
Germans had made several attempts to force the Swedes to 
institute an exit visa to prevent Allied nationals or 
persons who had escaped from occupied countries from leaving 
Sweden. They were especially insistent at the time when M. 
Christmas Méller escaped from Denmark to Sweden in a small 
boat, but the Swedes had steadfastly refused to meet their 
wishes.

of Jews should go to Palestine from Sweden, partly because 
; they wanted to keep the Jews in Sweden as practically all 
of them were in employment and were needed here, and

the Aliens Commission and the police to keep him informed.

he could inform us immediately. He mentioned that Jews wre 
in fact leaving Sweden for Palestine in twos and threes, but 
that they had valid visas as far as he knew. | 


We do not think thet there is anything more which we can 
aete persuade the Swedish authorities officially to do for 
us, but we shall continue to keep in touch with them and with 
some Jewish circles who disapprove of Zionism so that we may 
obtain early warning of any Exodus.
